We have come to dedicate a pt>rtton of that held as a final 
resling-pliice for those who here gave their lives that that nation might live. It is 
altogether fitting and proper that wc should do this. But, in a larger sense, we cannot 
dedicate, we cannot consecrate, wc cannoi hallow this ground, Tlie brave men, living 
and dead, wlio struggled here have consecrated it far above our ptMir power to add 
or detract. Tlie world will little note nor long remember w'hat we say here, bur it 
can never forger wdiat they did here. It is for us the living rather to be dedicated here 
to the unfinishetl work which they who fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. 
It is rather h>r us m be here dedicated to the great task remaining before us— that 
from these honoured dead w'e take increased devotion to that cause for which they 
gave the last full measure <if devotion — that w^e here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in vain* that this nation under Gtid shall have a new birth of 
freedom, and ibat government of the people, by the people, for the people, shall not

Perhaps President Ibamc- 
veil did make some mistakes at Yalta, Bui certainly 
some good came unt of it— the first definite plan for 
the roiled NatiniLs for exampli^^ — and perhaps there 
never wouhl have been a i|uestioti id* any wrong, if 
Itussia IuhI kept the protniscs she made there. Wc 
have giH to try ti» gel along with the nations of the 
Wiirhl, even ISussia. tJur foreign policy is a crucial 
issue on wliiidi the welfare of our i>eopIe ciiid the 
welfare of other peoples of the world is hung. 

As our ( ’onstilution provides toflay. ami has jvro- 
vidiMl siiH^e 17S7, a tn^aly is an instrument negotiated 
hy tlie President and ratified by two-thirds of the 
Henale. 


The Yalta bowlci*s seem to he afraid that the 
Pnited Xations may im(a»se some distasteful oliliga- 
ihms on us. It is iiufiossihle for the I'nited Nations 
to do this — oidy the Ib'esident and two-thirds of the 
Semite can do it. 

Today, the rniled Stales occupies the most im- 
piulani pfisilitm iu its history as a nation and as a 
woi'Id b'Miler. If the Bri('kcr Amendment wt're 
inlo]ited It wouhl certainly hamstring our efforts io 
fulfill our i’es|H)iisihi lilies to our own peojde and the 
jieople of Mie worbL And it would be an open ad- 
mission to the Wf>rld at large, that we haven't faith 
in oiir President and Senators ami that in the future 
we (hurt trust our own judgment to elect men to 
office who will not stdl our country down the river. 

Now is a time for leadership and decision. If any 
purtmst* can lie .servi'd hy lying the hands of our 
Executive, making the platitiiug aitil carrying out 
of foreign (ioUcy difficult ami almost impossilile, per- 
Itaps even going into the 4H states for legislation to 
fmsH it, tljcn we simjdy are all fouled up. We are 
not Just off the track, wtPre miles away from the rnil- 
road. However, we*re eoiivinecd this isn't the ease, 
and that we, mid the A.K. <jf L., and the President, 
and a great many legisbiturs of our Natlun are right, 
ami 1 1 lilt we will prin^ail on tlie others to see Umt 
we arc Hgfit and they will leave oiir ronstitiit ion 
alone and not try to smother it in isolationism. 

AFL Council Meets 

As your diu itN\L went to press the AFL Execu- 
tive roiiucil was bringing to a close one of the most 
iinporlaiit st^^sions in its history. 

This ruuneil, of which our President Tracy is a 
member, look a d«a*hied stand on a number of im- 
jiortaiit issues winch affect not just union men and 
woinenj but vvorking men and women everywhere 
and the safety and securtiy of our entire Nation. 

'riic rouneil imuhi a number of recommendations 
in the field of inimnaiional affairs. The AFL has 
long iecogni?.ed that the major step in the fight 
against eominuiiism is the meeting of the eeoriomii- 
tiecds of tlie peoples of the free world, Witli lids 
ill mind the t’ouncil urged the Fnited States to take 
the lead in calling im iiiternat ioiml conference fur 
the purimsc of increasing (productive capacities and 
living standards. The t’ouucil assailed a projposal 
lo give the ronimunist ilomumleil East Ciennaii gov- 
errmient eipial fotUlng wilti West Germany in ccpu-

uets, reinain behind in the aiUMle 
mud or are disstdvecl in tlie solu- 
tion, 

Approximat<*ly days ai'e re- 
t|uired to consume an anotle and 
about 141/2 days to jvroiluee a 
eathiale. Cathodes are removed 
from the cells about every two 
weeks, washed and s<-nt into an ad- 
jacent building to be melted in 
eleetric furnaces. This copper, 
9M.MG percent ]iure, is cast into the 
form of ingots, ingtd bars, wire 
lmr,s and cut cathodes and Khipt>cd 
to fabricating plants and other 
customers. 

And that in brief, is how copper 
is <big out of the raw earth, pro- 
eessi^d and sent on its way to be 
made into wire and cable and the 
hundreds of oilier useful itcnrs 
whieh our modern age demandH of 
the copper industry. 

Now through all these proeesses, 
our IBKW memhers play a most 
inipmUant part. It is the same in 
all kinds of mines eveiywhcre. 

But Iwfore we go on to tell you 
something of the local unions whose 
work so vitally eoiieenis “the Cot>- 
per Story/’ weM like to tell you 
just a few more facts about the 
Kennecott mine ami about tlie min- 
ing of copper. 

First of all, a question frequently 
asked visitors to Kennecott is, liow 
did it get its name? Wei! that story

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UR pa;^e this month is goinfT to be 
devoted to what we hope will be 
pertinent remarks about — money’ — and 
making ends meet. It seems that all 
through life— when weVe young, when 
we^re middle-aged, when we^re old, 
life always hohU an urgent problem 
— ''Where will I get the money It 
isn't only poor folks who are beset by 
this evil though of course it is hard- 
est on them. A lot of folks who are 
pretty welbofT simply don't know how 
they’re going to get the money for a 
second hand car or to have Mas ianne's 
teeth straightened or send Tommy to 
college, N'ow in one brief page, it's 
pretty dilbcuJt to give many compre- 
hensive helps on how' to defeat ‘'the 
vicious circle” but we'll try and per- 
haps >ve can obtain additional helps 
and information to jmss on to you 
from time to time in future issues of 
our Jot KNAL* 

Now when you get liown to it what 
does this circle amount to — well it's 
Just a matter of being behind with 
your hills at the end of the month 
and never seeming to be ahUf to make 
your income stretch over the things 
you want. And that creates a feeling 
of poverty ami frustration anrl some- 
times it can do pretty awful things 
to you — like making you nag or bitter 
or just pessimistic. 

That's what the vicious circle is, 
now what do we do about it? 

Well, first off and most important 
we decide wliat we're going to do — we 
sort of develop a philosophy — an atti- 
tude and we stick to it. 



The Vicious Circle 


This takes one of two forms. First 
of alt we figure up all our hills and 
expenses and what; we need to run 
our households every month and 
something to sjxare for savings and 
pleasure, perhaps a vacation or new 
clothes we need or new furniture. If 
we're sensible we don't try to plan for 
too many extra things all at once but 
we arrange a place in our budget for 
thf‘m an<l get th(‘m one at a time. 
After we have (lone our figuring, then 
we make oiii^ rlecf sinus. 

(1) We decide we've got to have 
more money and we decide how we're 
going to get it; or 

(2) We figure out how to make all 
the ends meet on what we have now. 

Now if we decide on Plan No. 1 — 
and reading it over, it sounds pretty 
desperate hut believe me, we're not 
going to advocate robbing a hank or 
something — we have to make up our 
minds wdiere the extra money is go- 
ing to come from. If the children arc 
ot<l enough perhaps we can take a 
part*time jejb— but for heaven's sake, 
mothers, look after them first and 
don't let a part-time job make you a 
part-time mother. Maybe you can do 
a bit of baby sitting or sewing for 
people or perform some other services 
at home, I kru»w a woman who makes 
an average of $20.00 a w'cek baking 
cakes and cookies for a local tea shop. 
J know another w'oman who started 
making a few sandwiches for <irug 
stores to he sold at the noon hour and 
she has run it up to a $25JH)0 a yeai^ 
business with young women she hires 
a few hours nightly doing the work. 

Yfju might have a family conferertce 
and see if the kids can't helji — with 
paper routes and delivering groceries, 
baby sitting, etc., and pooling finances 
in a family budget. Sometimes I think 
we immper our children too much. 
Perhaps you've a room you can rent 
or can take a boarder— there are all 
sorts of w^iiys to supplement the fam- 
ily income and force those ends to 
meet that way. 

If all tills is out of the question, 
then it will have to be Plan No. 2. 
This means making do with what 
yoiiVe got. This means going over 
with the family the family finances 
and incDtiie, working out a budget that 
covers everything and sticking to it. 


so that it has to come out even. Set 
up a system and force yourself to 
live up to it. Really, it isn't as grim 
as it sounds and believe me budgets 
do work. 

I know a woman whose husband 
makes a very limited salary. She 
keeps a set of envelopes and each 
week when her* husband gets paid, 
they rlivide the money and put it into 
the enveloTies according to the system 
they've .set up— so much for food, so 
much for household expenses, so much 
for savings, etc. They're making ends 
meet and they've almost enough saved 
for the down payment on a house. 
Last year they had a nice two-week 
vacation to Atlantic City and this 
year they’re going camping in the 
really good second-hand car they 
bought. They don't have a lot but 
they have a system and they stick to 
it. They always dress nicely and they 
hav'e simple |>arties at home often. No 
one ever thinks they're stingy, they 
jiust marvel at how they do it. 

Now about a family budget — ^how 
do you go about it? Well, circum- 
stances change your figuring drasti- 
cally, but roughly, here's how one 
home economic.^ expert figures it — 
for the average family of five. 

Food — 25 percent of income. 

Shelter^ — 20 percent. 

<’! lo thin g — 1 5 pe rcen t. 

Operating expenses — flight, heat, in- 
surance, etc. — 15 jjorcent. 

Higher Life (education, pleasure, 
vacations, gifts, con tiibut ions, etc.) 
and savings — ^2.5 percent.

tingui slunk There Is no longer a 
wide time-spread when the first cir* 
cuit is turned on until the last cir- 
cuit Is lighted- 

I’art of the testing cHiuipment de* 
vclopcd by Brothers Bain and Laurie 
simii lutes the setting or rising sun. 
The controUed light source gloivs with 
the correct amount of foot-candle 
power necessary to trigger the photo- 
eye, This light source even repro- 
duces the brief afterglow which fol- 
lows a sunset. 

At the same time a panel of meters 
recorfls action of the photo-eye, al- 
lowing the npeuator to check sources 
of trouble in both the photo-electric 
cells and in other electronic devices 
withiti photo-eye units. 

As far as these two Brothers know; 
this testing board is the only one of 
its kind in use.
